\By  fome  gentlemen  of  veracity, 
juft  arrived  in  this  town  from  Nor- 
folk, we  have-reccived  the  follow- 
ing  intelligence  :

that  the  Spanifh  army  had  been 
complcatly  routed. 

Thar  Oltend  and  Nieuport  were 
invelred  by  a  numerous  army  ;  the 
Dutch  troops  almoft  difcouraged 
and  reduced  i  and  that  the  com- 
bined armies,  which  were  lately 
beaten,  had  been  forced  to  ret:  eat 
into  Auftrian  Flanders  ;  that  it 
was  impofiibie  for  Valenciennes, 
■which  was  invelled,  to  hold  out 
much  longer. 

That  the  almoft  impregnable 
lines  of  Weiilcmburg,  whicii  the 
treacherous  general  ferrier  had 
delivered  up  to  the  Prulfians  and 
Germans,  have  been  retaken  by 
the  republicans,  who  have  again 
entered  the  Dutchy  of  Deux- 
Ponts,  where  the  grand  army  of 
the  Lower  Rhine  have  retreated.

licans  in  that  part  have  been  inar- 
1  -d' r»v  the  taking  of  three  very 
imp  >j  cam  poits. 

That  at  the  departure  of  the 
fqi.ad.on  from  Brelt,  the  news  of 
the  retaking  of  Toulon  was  ex- 
.  peeled  everyday,  the  republican 
army  before  that  city  amounting 
to  120  thoufit  d  men  ;  which 
have  already  taken  poHeltion  of  all 
the  heights  and  forts  which  fur- 
round  it.  and  that  even  the  ene- 
mies of  the  republic  were  penfoa- 
ded  that  that  city  could  not  hold 
out  much  longer.  .

a  bail  which  palled  under  her 
bow,  went  through  a  liable  and 
killed  a  liorffi — The  inhabitants 
of  Norfolk  had  met  together,  and 
had  determined  not  tj  let  the  fri- 
gate fail  without  unloading  the 
cargo  of  pork  and- other  proyifi- 
ons  fhe  has  on  board,  intended  for 
the  Britifli  fleet,  and  which  were 
pus-chafed  there  contrary  to  the 
treaty,  and  which  had  enhanced 
the  price  of  that  article  to  more 
than  thirty  per  cent. 

In  retaliation  for  the  French- 
fiigatflr,  which  w  ?.s  in  violation  of 
the  law  of  nations-,  taken  in  the 
port  under  the  guns  of  Genoa,  & 
tlie  crow  inhumanly  butchered, 
the  rear-admiral  at  Norfolk  has 
raken  poliHficn  of  the  Britidi  fri- 
gate but  did  r.ot  difpofe  ofthe  crew 
in  the  fame  manner  the  Lngliih 
dkl  at  GcTvoa.
